The Alexander Hamilton Institute puts out the^following 


optimistic bulletin on business conditions as reflected in stock 
and bond prices:

"Since the low point of August 24th the average of twenty 


industrial stocks has more than recovered the loss of $6,000 
per share witnessed during the August decline. The railroad 
stocks have not recovered as much as the industrials, but their 
previous decline had not been relatively as severe. 


"During the next two months the railroad stocks will 


enjoy the strengthening influence of consistently satisfactory 
reports of profits arid should reach a moderately higher level. 
Among the industrials the situation will be somewhat mixed, 
but with general business conditions improving/there should 
be a firm undertone,

investment Policy 


"During the past two years it has been consistently wise 


to keep funds invested in bonds or shot term notes. 
We have 


reached hte stage of the cycle, however, where most stocks 
have discounted the, unfavorable factors in the situation and 
are beginning tor anticipate more normal business both as to 
volume and expenses. According to the usual interpretation 
of the cycle, therefore, the investor is now justified in placing 
a part of his funds in speculative shares of companies in reason- 
ably good f i n a n c i a l condition.
